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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 3, 20, 24, 26, 29-32, 34 and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as ■ 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kroesbergen, for teachings already cited in previous Office actions. 

While Kroesbergen do not expressly teach the test recited in the claims, it is 
reasonable that the composition of Kroesbergen would possess the presently claimed 
properties since Kroesbergen's composition is essentially the same as the claimed 
composition and the USPTO does not have at its disposal the tools or facilities deemed 
necessary to make physical determinations of the sort. In any event, an otherwise old 
composition is still not patentable regardless of any new or unexpected properties. In re 
Fitzgerald et al , 619 F.2d 67, 205 USPQ 594 (CCPA 1980). See MPEP § 2112 - § 
2112.02. 

Even if assuming that the prior art references do not meet the requirements of 35 
U.S.C. 102, it would still have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time 
the invention was made, to arrive at the same inventive composition because the 
disclosure of the inventive subject matter appears within the generic disclosure of the 
prior art. 
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3. Claims 3, 5, 20, 24, 26, 29-32, 34 and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Gaa et al M for reason cited in the previous Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 03/02/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to Kroesbergen have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

6. In response to applicant's argument that Gaa et al. fails to teach the 
test/properties in the claims, the fact that applicant has recognized another advantage 
which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the 
basis for patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte 
Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). 

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
